GOVERNMENT TAKES 
TUU FDR THE BOMB 
THROWEIKOFMONDAY 

Bint of AnareUsU Who Fluned May 
Day Oatnges Sta i ea M AM 
Otowi FeDowed. 

Washington, June 3.- Secret service 
agents throughout the country today 
hunted an AnarclilHta' ring, bellnvod 
responsible for a bold attempt upon 
the life of A. Mitchell Palmer, attor- 
ney general, here last night, ud ef< 
torta to kill prominent persons ehw- 
where in the United States. 

In the fragments found after « ter- 
rorist killed by the bomb wliicli ri|i- 
pod open the front of the Fulnier home 
and shattered windows, furniture and 
bric-a-brac In Washington's most 
fashionable raaidono* diitriet, is the 
only olew the police haVe as to the 
death plot 

Upon the sweatband of the dead 
man's hat appeared the name "Be- 
luca Bros., hatters, Phlladclpliia. At 
some distance from his scorched and 
blood-stained clothing was found a 
dictionary. Hat and book had been 
purohued recently. 

These clews, coupled Hrlth other 
odtrages last night and those perpe- 
trated in Philadelphia six months ago. 
when homes of thren prominent citi- 
zens were shatttTPd by bombs at 
night, led officials here to believe the 
Anarchisu ganf may be direoted from 
Philadelphia. 

That it may be the ume ring that' 
threatened a May Day tragedy averted 
only by the finding April 29 of score 
of undellvprpd bombs in the Ni'W YoiU 
PoBtoHice after one hail exploded fol- 
lowing delivery at the home of Wil- 
liam H. Hardwick, Georgia, was the 
belief of officials here. 

Working on this theory every pre- 
caution waa being taken to guard the 
homes of other government ofllctals 
who, with Palmer, were "marked" for' 
death by the May Day plotters. Police 
and soldiers have been thrown about 
the homes of otncials whose safety 
may be threatened.

present 

It seems ''jM taough for several 
weeks folks about Augusta have been 
suffering from aches about the head 

anil back and with u lui'aking out on 
the body. The amiction became so 
prevalent and seemed so contagious 
that the health authorities begu a 
thorough invtestigation ud called In 
u export from the Stata Board of 
Health, who pronounced the trouble n 
light form of smallpox. 

It seems as though the disease wan 
first spread In Augusta, May IT. when 
u show boat exhibited at Augusta and 
when standing room on the boat wm 
at a premium^ 

Ur to the |#osent time there have 
been no serioQi cases of the disease 
developed although vaccination Is the 
chief occupation of .\uKusta citizens 
and every possible precaution Is be- 
inK t:iken to prevent the spread of the 
disease to other communities. 

Although at present there Is no 
great fear of the spread of the disease 
In Mason county. County Health Of- 
ficer Rice in speaking of the Bracken 
oiinty epidemic tbia aflamoon, ad- 
vi.'^ed all not uow vaooiuated to be

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DEVELOPMENT IN IBIITU0K7 . 

In the Cineimiati KiKiiiircr of Tliursday thoro is an editorial 
vbich indioateB a chance of cousidcration that is being given to 
KeDtneky, The Enquirer saya : 

"Qnee upon a time Kentncky waa deaoribed aa the 'atate of 
jchiaky, arce horses and tobacco.' That was before much was known 
of her vast coal beds, less of her oil gas pools, and when little at- 
tention was given her partially developed agricultural possibilities. 

• "While one of her once dominant indtutriea now haa been para- 
lyzed by the domination of prohibition, her breeding farms arc nnu i' 
profitable than ever; she continues to grow around 4(K),()0().()iii) 
pounds of tobacco annually, and her agricultural interests have 
divenified and expanded wonderfully, ao that this year her wheat 
area for harvest ia more than one million acres, with an officially esti- 
mated yield of 15,000,000 bushels, almost twice the annual average 
of the preceding decade. 

"Aa if to anticipate the loss from the closing of her ;nany and 
great distilleries eoinc tlie exploitation of her mineral resources 
and an offsetting accretion to her wealth. Already the coal develop. 
menta have plaeed her among the leading bituminous states of the 
nation, and in the past twenty years they have attracted millions of 
o&pital from home and outside sources. ^ 

"The development of her oil and gac fii^lds has been inor(> re- 
cent. Although oil was discovered in the state as long ago as 181!t, 
it was not until 1905 that the production reached 1,000,000 barrels, 
only to decline until 1916, when it again passed the niillii>n iimrk, 
and the estimate for 191!), just made by State Hcalofjist K. .lill- 
son, is for more than 7,000,000 barrels, the market value of, which 
should exceed (15,000,000. As to the natural gas production of the 
' state, while its eonnnercial value received later recognition, the 
sales have increased from ilf2,500 in 1889 to close to !ii2,000,000.

This may 
explBtn why rural districts of the 
country rapidly are getting under way 
with building and construction work. 
It is obvious, since building anil con- 
struction work liave such nil iinpor- 
tani l)oai ing at this time on stimulat- 
ing general buainesa, the farmer may 
serve both his own and the national 
interest by at once makinc needed im- 
iirovements on his propA-ty. He can 
further the general welt^ while as- 
suring himself of Immediate and per- 
manent benefits, in urgluK road con- 
struction and imi)rovcinenls in his lo- 
cality. 

It Is generally understood no ma- 
terial reduction jnay be expected In 
building and construction eoets in the 
near tnture.

Speoiaiists from all portions of the 
U. 8. lately vlalted wheat fields In Ill- 
inois near Bast St. Louis. These 
fields have been ruined by a foreign 
disease commonly known as "take 
all." 'This same trouble has been 
found in Indiana ao the farmers in 
Kentuoky should watoh thoir wheat 
flelda for diiaaaad plants. "Take aU" 
stunts the plant Tha leavaa baeome 
much darker than healthy leaves. The 
stalks are often rotted at the base 
and become brown or gray-black. Dis- 
eased plants often produce shoots 
which have leavea that are much nar- 
rower than the lirst set. At times the 
whole plant dlea leaving patohes 
which are quite noticeable. When not 
badly diseased a plant may produce 
Jointed stems and some heads; but the 
heads do not fill properly. 

The farmer, who thinks he has this 
disease in his fields, should mall the 
Injured planu to the Bzperiment Sta- 
tion at Lexington. '
